deliberately, and witn great care, and 
with a mind disposed toward discover- 
ing in them more than appeared upon 
first consideration. The more I regard i 
them the weaker and more conclusive 
they appear. 


"Certainly it is true that the acts of 


congress do not provide for the disbar- 
ment of an attorney who commits a 
crime; no more do they provide that a 
minister of the gospel shall be stripped 
of his cloth, or that a great moral or so- 
cial leader, under likg circumstances, 
shall be dethroned and cast oat in dis- 
grace. 
Congress has no function in 


such matters. 
Society lias its own way 


of protecting Itself; its own system of 
rewards and punishments. 


"The petitioners' disbarment, there- 


fore, was no part of their sentence. It 
was the commendable act of the Penn- 
sylvania courts to purge its bar of those 
who had brought discredit and shame 
upon it. 
Your pardon could not re- 


store them to practice. This is a matter 
solely for the courts which rejected 
them. 


"All the consequences of crime are 


disagreeable and distressing. These pe- 
titioners were lawyers. 
They well 


knew the high ideals of their profession 
and that no self-respecting court in a 


\ law-respecting community would tol- 


erate upon its roll, and thereby hold out 
to the world as worthy of confidence, 
men who, with deliberate design, aban- 
doned the high traditions of their pro- 
fession, and entered into a criminal con- 
spiracy to corrupt the currency of their 
country and sednce officers of the gov- 
ernment into a betrayal of tteir trust. 
•"The suggestion that the high-minded 
Judge who imposed the merciful sen- 
tence in this case could not have con- 
sidered the possibility of their disbar- 
ment needs no comment."

CLOSING Of SEVENTH NATIONAL

Contributed Toward Causing 


v the Suspension. 


New York, Jnne 20.—The announce- 


ment of the failure of Heury Marquand 
& Co., bankers and brokers, the name of 
which firm has been connected with the 
embarrassment of the Seventh National 
bank, had been anticipated, for the 
events attendant upon the closing of 
the Seventh National bank had let in 
strong light upon the confidential affairs 
of the concern. 


Assignment was made to Frank S. 


Smith, without preferences or state- 
ment of assets and liabilities. 


The railroad guide "shows that Frank 


S. Suiith is vice president aiid general 
counsel of the Pittsburg, Sliawmut and 
Northern railroad. 
_ Henry Marqaand is 


first vice president of the company. 


Inquiry at the local office of the 


Pittsburg, .Shawmut and Northern rail- 
road, as to the effect of the failure upon 
the railroad, brought out an assurance 
that there would be no disastrous con- 
sequences as far as the railroad was con- 
cerned. 


"But didn't Marquand & Co. finance 


the railroad?" was asked. 
"Oh, yes," 


was the reply of the official, "but they 
have the bonds, aud we itave the mon- 
ey .'p He added that Marquaud & Co. 
had merely handled the bonds of the 
road, but did not control it. 


Marquand & Co. have been at times 


recently heavy sellers of stocks, and 
were very aggressive on the bear side 
of the stock market One day they sold 
fully 50,000 shares of stock, breaking 
prices two to three points; but after their 
selling ceased the market rallied, and 
they were forced to cover at a heavy 
loss. 
They repeated these operations 


from time to time. 


The firm consisted of Henry Mar- 


quand, who is a son of Hcury G. Mar- 
quand, and Frank B. Poor, son of the 
former president of the National Park 
bank. It was said that the elder Mar- 
quand bad advanced $2511,000 to help 
out his sou's firm. 


The admitted embarrassment of the 


firm in connection with the Seventh Na- 
tional bank failure resulted in the 
wholesale calling in of the stocks loaned 
to them for delivery, and they were, 
obliged to buy heavily in the open mar- 
ket to cover. At the same time, the ac- 
tions of tiie clearing house committee 
and of the comptroller of the currency 
put official disapproval on securities iu 
which the firm had large investments, 
and which figured as part of the col- 
lateral in the loan of $1,600,000 from tbe 
Seventh National bank, ajid which 
caused the suspension of the bank. The 
disturbance in the stock market, caused 
by the embarrassment and iv'iich de- 
pressed prices, worked to the Srui's ad- 
vantage so far as it showed profits on 
their contracts, but the blow to their 
credit deprived them of resources to take 
advantage of these conditions. 


Assignee Smith said that he had been 


going over tlie books and lists of se- 
curities of the firm with counsel of the 
assignee. 
He said that probably sev- 


eral days would elapse before a state- 
ment of the firm's status could be given. 


Mr. Smith said that tbe firm had many 


excellent securities, and adcted that he 
had called personally upon the creditor 
interests, requesting1 them not to sacri- 
fice any of the firm's securities, which 
they held as collateral for loans. In all 
cases, he said, be had received assur- 
ances that no such sacrifices would be 
made. 
Mr. Smith further said that 


\ nder the circumstances he did not think 
any of the creditors would suffer.

IB MidwlBter Im Tribute, 


So tfce History «( It Relates, to 


'•, Ireland'* PatroB Saimt. 


In Ireland many local traditions about 


Bt. Patriot are identified with rivers and 
mountains — those natural monument! 
which time cannot efface; but Ireland is 
not the only country where these monu- 
ments of nature give evidence of the 
taint's passage. France also bears testi- 
mony to St. Patrick in th« mysterious 
Fleurs de St. Patrice and the venerable 
Eglise de St. Patrice, si rusted in the dio- 
cese of Tours, on the banks of the Loire, 
a few leagues distant from the city of St. 
Martin. St Patrick was a disciple ot 
St. Martin of Touri, with whom he spent 
four years after his escape from Ireland 
and from whom he received the tonsure 
and was thus made a cleric. Men have 
doubted of St. Patrick's presence at 
Tours, but the fact of that presence is 
proved by the traditions and monuments 
which ane bound up with the beautiful 
legend of Les Flenrs de St. Patrice and 
their blossoming every year in midwinter 
for the pi st 1,500 years. 


But what are the Fleurs de St Patrice? 


The most reliable account of these mys- 
terious flowers is the one given by Mgr. 
Chevallier, president of the Archaeolog- 
ical Society of Tours, in 1850. He writes 
as follows: 


"Oa the banks of the Loire, a few 


leagues from Tours, a very remarkable 
phenomenon, is repeated year by year, 
one concerning which science as yet haa 
given, no satisfactory explanation. This 
phenomenon, too little known, consists in 
the blossoming, In the midst of the rigors 
of winter, of the blackthorn (Prunus 
spinoza), commonly called the sloe. 


This remarkable shrub is to be found 


at St. Patrice, upon the slope of a hill not 
far from the Chateau de Rochette. The 
circulation of the sjp, which should ho 
suspended In winter, is plainly revealed 
by the moist state of the bark, which 
easily separates from the wood which it 
covers. The buds swell, the flowers ex- 
pand as in the month of April and cover 
the boughs with odorous and snowlike 
flowers, while a few leaves timidly ven- 
ture to expose their delicate verdure to 
the icy north wind. To the floweri suc- 
ceeds the fruit, and at the beginning of 
January a small berry appears, attached 
to a long peduncle in the midst of the 
withered and discolored petals, wbicji 
eooa shrivels and dries up. 
j This singular growth of flowers is al- 
most unknown, although it has been re- 
peated every year from time immemorial. 
The oldest inhabitant of St Patrice has 
always seen it take place at a fixed period 
of the jear, no matter how severe the 
season may be, and such'has also been 
the ancient tradition of their forefathers, 
while the legend we are about to relate 
attributes a very remote origin to the 
fact; bat, us the shrub itself appears 
quite young, it is probable that it is re- 
newed from the roots. 
However, this 


phenomenon is limited-to the locality and 
to the shrub iu (juestiptt. Cuttings trans- 
planted elsewhere hafe^dnly blossomed ia 
the spring, and the hawthorns which 
grow amid the sloes Co not manifest any 
circulation of sap. 
• Ia the year 1850 the flowers were iu 
bloom from Christmas until the 1st of 
January—that is, at a time when, the 
ther2io~ctsr was almost always below 
the freezing point. Although growing on 
the slope of a hill, this shrub is in no way 
sheltered 'from the;.north wind. Its 
branches are iacrqsted with hoar frost, 
the icy northeast wind blows violently 
among them, and it often happens that 
the shrub is loaded at one and the same 
time with the snow of winter and the 
snow of its own flowers, 


i The inhabitants of St. Patrice record 
en ancient tradition which is full of 
freshness and poetry. St Patrick, it is 
said, being on his way from^Ireland to 
join St. Martin in Ganf—attracted by the 
fame of the saint's sanctity and miracles 
—and having arrived at the bank of the 
Loire near the spot where the church now 
bearing his name has been built, rested 
nnder a shrub. It was Christmas time, 
when the cold was intense. In honor of 
the saint the shrub expanded its branches 
and, 
shaking off the snow which rested 


on them, by an unheard of prodigy ar- 
rayed itself in flowers white as the mow 
itself. St. Patrick crossed the Loire on 
his cloak, and on reaching the opposite 
bank another blackthorn under which ho 
rested at once burst out into flowers. 
Since that time, says the chronicler, the 
two shrubs have never ceased to blossom 
•t Christmas in honor of St Patrick. 


Such is the account given by Mgr. 


Chevallier in 1851. Father William Mor- 
ris visited it 30 years later, la 1881, and 
writes that be was struck by the extraor* 
dinary beauty and luxuriance of the foli- 
age on the trees—"it was so dense from 
the ground upward that it was impossible 
to distinguish the stem"—and he. coold 
understand how, when it flowers at 
Christmas, it supplies the country round 
with trophies of St Patrick. The winter 
of 1879-80 was remarkable for its sever- 
ity, and during the month of December, 
1S79, the ground was covered with snow, 
yet the blackthorn of St. Patrick— 
•Tepine de St. Patrice," a» it Is called at 
Tours—flowered as usual, though the 
branches were laden with snow and the 
blossoms came out under the snow. 
, On tno 20th of December of 1900, a 
few weeks before the flowering, a French 
journal directed attention to this wonder- 
ful blossoming of the blackthorn, and 
this so excited the attention of those liv- 
ing near Tours that the shrub was strip- 
ped of its flowers and left completely 
bare at Christmas. The proprietor of 
the ground on which the shrub grows 
then surrounded it with a fence in order 
to preserve the blossoms from being 
plucked.—Open Court

CHRISTIAN BNBEAVOR SOCIETY. 


' ..The current Issue of the Congrega- 
tlonallst should be* of more than usual 
Interest to members of the Christian 
Endeavor society, particularly should 
it be of great Interest to Northern Berk 
shire members who are preparing for 
the convention In this city In the fall. 
Hev. Dr. F E. Clark, founder of Ihe so. 
ciety. has a long, exhaustive article on 
the society's 
pledge 
defending 
it 


against recent criticism, of which we 
have had some in Berkshire countv, 
and showing how inder>endence is re- 
B«rved to individual societies. Dr Clark 
Bpeaks of certain Congregational hos- 
tility to the society, which leads the 
editor of the Congregutionalist, in i 
comprehensive editorial article, to say 
that he actually has to hestitatetoaccfipt 
Dr. Clark's statement^ But h'e says, "If 
it 1s true, we welcome his assurance 
that no such tendency appears in any 
other denomination." Dr. Clark finds 
a. staunch supporter In a man dear to 
North Adams peopls, Rev. Dr, T. T. 
Munger. He quotes liberally from Dr. 
Munger's sermon, 
preached recently 


at New Haven on his retiring 
from 


the active ministry. Dr, Clark thinks 
the prayer meeting idea 
has 
been 


greatly promoted by the Christian En- 
deavor society and believes this should 
be one reason for CongregationaUsts 
accepting the society as a valuable aid. 
B* makes the statement that in Con- 
ineatlonal churches the prayer and 
conference meeting is losing its hoij 
In many places and lets Dr. Munge-; 
corrobrates him in these words:"We of 
the orthodox wing of Congregational- 
Ism are growing careless or organiza- 
tion and are forgetting to hold a mid- 
week service that means 
anything, 


and with what result we shall see M 
time goss on." In direct endorsement 
of the society of Christian Endeavor 
I>r. Clark quotes Dr. Munger as say- 


ln«r: 
"It stands for one ride of a many- 


sided thing—the church. The fault of 
Protestants IB narrow-mindedness. We 
turn away with contempt from what 
does not square with our notion? or 
Ully with our tastes, which ofien are 
uneducated prejudice* masking under 
the name of culture.

CONSUMPTION BKCRBASIilG 


The proposition In this city to make 


the health laws strict with regard to 
consumption is in line with work done 
elsewhere, with what gain Is yet 
doubtful. The problem is obviously 
triost difficult and almost insurmount- 
able obstacles loom up In the way of 
the physicians who propose to de- 
crease the disease by regulations that 
will prevent contagion. In connection 
with the whole question It Is instruct- 
ive to read a short article, reprinted 
in this- week's Medical Rec'ord from 
the London Polyclinic. 
The article 


assures us that consumption has great 
ly decreased during the past half cen- 
tury and states that in all probability 
the largest factor in causing the de- 
crease Is the improved manner of liv- 
ing. The human family liveg better 
and more wisely than it did 50 years 
ago. We quote the article: 


Mortality statistics collected In dif- 


ferent countries seem to concur in giv- 
ing evidence 'of a steady reduction in 
the number of deaths from consump- 
tion during the past half-century. It 
may be plausibly suspected that the 
whole of the apparent g~ain is n'ot real, 
and that greater exactitude of diag- 
nosis and a more precise use of the 
term "phthisis pulm'onalis" may ex- 
plain away some of it. Still, we may 
thankfully believe that a large part Is 
real. We obtain support in that con- 
clusion by the 
general" impressions 


formed by intelligent old people, who, 
almost without exception, 
assure us 


they hear and see far less of "con- 
sumption'^ now that they did in the 
days of their youth. It is of great in- 
terest to determine the 
influences 


which have been at work in bringing 
about this result. It may be said at 
once that attention to the now so faah- 
i'onable doctrine of contagion has had 
no material share in it, since, until the 
last few years, no sort of precautions 
on that score had been taken. It is 
possible, but, perhaps, not very proba- 
ble, that the Inspection of butcher's 
meat may have been Influential In 
s'ome slight degree. By far the moet 
probable hypothesis Is that the gain 
has accrued from the Improvement in 
the general prosperity of the race, 
which the nineteenth century wit- 
nessed. During it mankind were, on 
the whole, prosperous, and in most 
civilized countries the houses, the 
clothing, and, above all, the food of 
the community were improved. 
To 


speak of England alone, those who 
can remember -what It was sixty years 
ago assure us that the advance in the 
condition 'of the working classes has 
been very great. The food which is 
now obtained by all Is more nutritious, 
more varied, and less exclusively veg- 
etable than it formerly was. 
The 


clothes are better, and the houses are 
better. In spite tof the fact that the 
age has witnessed the influx of popu- 
lation into cities and large towns and 
a partial abandonment tof the country, 
the facilities for locomotion and the 
cultrvation by both sexes of athletics 
and out-door pursuits have probably 
secured without diminution the advan- 
tages of fresh air. As regards the use 
of alcoholic beverages, the age has 
witnessed vast improvement. While 
there has been no diminution in the 
quantity taken, it has been spread 
over a larger number. Excess has be- 
come disgraceful, and is far less com- 
mon than It was, while what may be 
called ttte dietetic use has been main- 
tained , Thus*, then, we ssem to come 
to the conclusi'on that the reduction 
in the prevalence of tuberculosis has 
been due to improvement In general 
stamina and advancement in the arts 
of civilized life.

Heeran. 


Mull walked with the same careless 


go-as-you-please step and which, was 
noted while he was in the local police 
station, and his air wag that of a man 
who had Just returned from a. summer 
vacation. There seemed to be an ab- 
sence in Ills demeanor of the effect of 
the two trials that he has withstood, 
and there was a care-for-little expres- 
sion on his face. 


The weight of the terrible accusation 


against him has seemingly left no Im- 
pression whatever on Mull, and -while 
he will not talk of the crime or tof his 
prospects, he Is cheerful to a fault on 
other matters. 


When the tri6 alighted 
from the 


train in Troy the word was quickly 
passed that Mull had arrived, and al- 
though the sheriff made no delay in 
taking him from the station yard a 
large crowd bf men and boys followed 
them to the Jail, where they stood out- 
side for fully 15 minutes watching for 
a glimpse of the prisoner. 


When once more within the con- 


fines of the county jail Mull's- face 
beamed with pleasure, and he shook 
hands all around with a broad smile 
on his face. Sheriff Heeran Immediate 
ly unlocked the handcuffs, and Mull 
was led to Jiis old cell. 


A reporter asked Mull- if he had any 


statement to make, and Mull answer- 
ed that he was very glad to get away 
from Dannemora and the death watch. 
When asked what he thought of bis 
prospects Mull said: 


"I have learned one thing since I 


have been to prison, and that is to 
keep my mtmth shut." 


On the train Mull would not talk 


much, and Sheriff Heeran said that it 
was In fact too hot to talk. During a 
conversation with the c'onduct*r. Mull 
said that his chances were good, but 
that his- lawyers had told him not to 
tell It to anybody 


NEW CONSUMPTION 


To Be Tiled IB California- Paifaats 


to I4ve In Onen Ate Shelter*. 


'' A new treatment for consumption Is 
shortly to be tried In California by Dr. 
Stephen Murray of San Diego, says the 
New York Commercial Advertiser. It 
la of British origin and has been ex- 
perimented with for the lajrt year in 
the Glasgow Royal infinnarjfc it is said, 
•with marked success. 
Dr. Murray, 


who has only recently returned from 
Glasgow, explained the application of 
the new cure as follows: 


"In the treatment of consumption an 


abundance of pure air Is absolutely es- 
sential, for if it is lacking, all the 
known medicines and various systems 
of dieting are useless in effecting a 
cure. The new remedy for consump- 
tion, as I saw It applied la the Glasgow 
Royal infirmary, 1$ what Is known as 
the open air treatment It consists of 
open air shelters for the housing of 
consumptive patients. The pare, dry 
air which we have In California will 
be the best place to try It to this coun- 
try. Of course it Is as yet only In the 
experimental stages, but the results at- 
tained have been most satisfactory. I 
remained 
In Glasgow about four 


months, and during that time I wit- 
nessed the treatment of 80 patients 
who were housed in the shelters. When 
the beneficial results attending the 
treatment became known, there was 
an increasing demand on the accommo- 
dation provided. Each of the shelters 
holds two persons, bat occasionally it 
was found necessary to have three pa- 
tients in a shelter at a time. T,he shel- 
ters are simple in construction. They 
revolve on a pivot so as to insure the 
complete protection of the patients 
from the wind. The average duration 
of treatment is two months. The diet 
is much the same as heretofore given 
to consumptives. 


Dr. Murray said that he expected to 


have everything ready for the treat- 
ment of consumptives under the open 
air cure this summer as soon as the 
weather becomes a little cooler. The 
hospital In which the experiments will 
be tried will be situated in the out- 
skirts of San Diego.

As to the redemption of stamps the 
aw provides the amount to be redeem- 
ed must be $2 or more, in case the re- 
und can be obtained from the collect- 
or of whom the stamps ware bought 
itamps in less amounts than $2 may 
>e offerd to the telegraph 
company 


which supplied them, and it is optional 
with the company to redeem them or 
not. The coranany must protect Itself 
as It must be proved that the stamps 
were purchased within the last

years. 


In the matter of bank checks, the 


stamped checks or individual stamp* 
may b« presented to the holders bank, 
which, will redeem them. The banks are 
compelled 
to surrender the stamped

HOSPITAL PRECAUTIONS. 


•oiqalto Kettinp' About the Bed* of 


FatleaM With Infection* DUeacei. 
Surgeon General Wyman has Issued 


a general circular to medical officers of 
the marine hospital service, calling spe- 
cial attention to the importance of in- 
sects as factors in conveying diseases, 
says a Washington dispatch. The cir- 
cular says there is no longer doubt as 
to the relation of the mosquito to mala- 
rial diseases and to filiariasis. 


"According to Simond," it says, 


"plague is transmitted from the rat to 
man by the flea. The tafection of ty- 
phoid fever and, to a certain extent, 
cholera nay be conveyed by flies. Med- 
ical officers are directed to place mos- 
quito nettings over the beds of com- 
municable diseased patients." 


Hospitals are to be thoroughly pro- 


tected by fly screens at all openings, 
particular attention being paid to the 
kitchen, dining room and protection of 
tb£ food. Sulphur fumigation is given 
as the best method of killing Insects in 
a largo room. 


Municipal Hoi Water Service. 


A decided Innovation In the line of 


municipal ownership is soon to be 
launched at Oosben, Ind, says- the 
Philadelphia Record. Here the coun- 
cil propose* to furnish beat to its citi- 
zens in addition to watet and light 
The plan Is to furnish hot water for 
beating purposes from the municipal 
waterworks plant This system has 
been tested and found successful in 
London and also to some extent by 
private companies Ip the United States, 
but never before baa a . municipality 
undertaken such a plan.

tOOKKEEPERS' TROUBLES. 


«h* Strata Wfcicn Tk*r Ar# 


Under t« Guard Ac*i»«t Error. 
"The fellow who has to handle a con- 


siderable amount of money that belong* 
to other people is constantly in dread," 
said an old accountant recently while 
diseuulng rec«nt defalcation*, "and my 
otvu experience in tuck matter* bus caus- 
ed me to have a world of •ywpathy for 
the man who gets into trouble. The man 
%ho has to keep track of the ca»h of a 
large institution wean* a heavy responsi- 
bility, nud the responsibility generally 
Wears its way into his character in one 
way or another. The impress will some- 
times be found in highly tensioned nerves 
sad will manifest itwlt ia a certain iras- 
cibility of temperament, a crebbedness, 
an overweening excitability, a quickness 
to resent nud things of that sort. Again, 
I hare Lnoun accountants to become 
morose, and I hare seen, some cases ot 
thoroughly developed melancholy. 
Tha 


wonder is to me tbnt so few instances of 
complete nervous and mental col'apso are 
to be found among the men who spend 
their lives in handling large sums of 
money that belong to other people. 


"The dread which constantly haunts a 


bookkeeper is something terrlfle. 
The 


very slightest mistake will throw him 
clear out of balance, ami in many cases 
the accountant does not enjoy that sys- 
tem of cheeks which enables him to bal- 
ance his books as he goes along. Banking 
institutions close their accounts as they 
go along, and the men who work in these 
institutions know tbe charges, the credits 
and tbe balances generally at the end of 
each day's work, thanks to the system of 
daily clearances. This makes the work 
of the honest - an in the bank easier. 


"But the 
n-der lot falls to another 


class of ' muntants who are forced to 
handle . rgo gums of money daily, men 
who receive mouey in various amounts 
of various denominations and for vari- 
ous purposes and who havoio pay It out 
in the same way; men who In the regular 
course of things have to take due bills 
from stockholders and employees and 
who hare many other such practices to 
deal with. These things go to the very 
vita's of his professional efficiency and 
his personal intogrity, and hence he is 
constantly haunted by the dread that 
some small error through no fault of his 
will creijp into his record to reproach. 
him in one way or another. 


"The point is that the bookkeeper is 


not sufficiently protected, for errors may 
slip in from side lines, by overlooking a 
misplaced due bill or something of that 
sort On the other hand, so much has 
been received and so much has been paid 
out in the regular course of business, and 
the employer will take the balance sheet 
for a correct story ot the company's 
business. The incomes and the outputs 
must tnlance, but tbe poor accountant 
frequently finds himself toiling far into 
the night in an effort to bring about this 
happy result. He kuows that there must 
not be the difference of » hair's breadth, 
figuratively speaking, when his employer 
scans tbe balance sheet, for in this age 
of easily aroused suspicion he feels that 
his personal integrity is involved in the 
matter. Correct balances do not only 
measure the proft^oioaa! efficiency of the 
accountant, but they also form a yard- 
stick by which the employer measures tbe 
moral worth of the man. 


"These reflections and nay own experi- 


ence strengthen the sympathy I have for 
that vast horde of fellows who are keep- 
ing daily tab on tbe world's business, 
footing np the profits and losses and fig- 
uring tbe balances first one way and 
then tbe other at the setting of each 
day's sun."— New Orleans Times-Demo- 
crat.

liquor dealer Quoted by the Philadelphia 
Record, "who bas a monopoly in his busi- 
ness, at least I know of no opposition in 
his line, and I think I would know of it 
if be had.

JAPAN A GIANT IN TRADE 


Sir-Claude Macdonald 


^ Her Great Future. 


IS 
BHZPBUILDII&, 


Brttlsb BUnJMer Say* Japan I» Avoid- 


ing War With Rutt*la In Order to 
Develop Shipbuilding and Com- 
merce»Lady Macdonald and in* 
Looting Incident at the Palace. 
Sir Claude M&edo&ald, the English 


minister to Japan, who has been sum- 
moned home by his government on im- 
portant business and. who arrived in 
New York the other day, sailed.-the 
next day for- England on the Kaiser 
Wilhelm der Grosse, says the New 
York Fost Asked if be thought there 
was any likelihood of a conflict be- 
tween Russia and Japan In the near 
future, he said: 


"Recent events la China might lead 


one to think so. Japan, however, al- 
Ihongh ready to defend an encroach- 
ments on her lawful rights, Is fortu- 
nately a peaceable nation and is npt 
looking for trouble with Russia if she 
can by any possible means avoid such 
a catastrophe through the usual chan- 
nels of diplomacy and arbitration. 


"One of the chief things that will lead 


to Japan's coming Industrial suprem- 
acy In the far east," Sir Claude added, 
"Is her shipbuilding. Not many know 
of her recent progressiveness in this 
line. At present it is one of the main 
factors in the prosperity of Nagasaki, 
one of the foremost ports of Japan. The 
yards there can easily hold half a dozen 
ships of from 350 to 600 feet in length, 
and the equipment of the workshops 
surpasses those of any other dockyards 
In the east The number of men em- 
ployed averages more than 8,000. Ves- 
sels now under construction aggregate 
something like 30,000 tons, a tonnage 
which will bear a favorable comparison 
with many shipbuilding yards in the 
United Kingdom." 


Sir Claude spoke in the highest terms 


of the Japanese army and said that al- 
though her cavalry Is not of the high- 
est efficiency, owing to the Inferior 
quality of the horses bred in Japan,-her 
Infantry regiments are the best in the 
world. "When I make such a state- 
ment," he said, "I speak as .an old sol- 
dier." 


Regarding the many severe criticisms 


that Minister Conger has been subject- 
ed to In this -country as to bis admin- 
istration of affairs In China he said: 
"From what.,1 know from personal «b- 
eervation I consider Mr. Conger a very 
brave and competent man, and the ad- 
verse criticism which he has been made 
a target of by his own country Is, to 
say the least, decidedly unfair." 


Of the story that the wife of a United 


States diplomat was concerned in the 
looting of a storeroom In the palace 
and that Lady Macdonald protested, 
Sir Claude Macdonald said: "I remem- 
ber the incident to which I think the 
article refers, and when I read th' 
story in San Francisco I wrote to Gen- 
eral Chaffee. Lady Macdonald was in 
a party which went over the palace. 
When they reached the storeroom and 
there was some talk of breaking In, 
Lady Macdonald, the secretary of the 
British embassy and the Belgian and 
Italian representatives withdrew. What 
went on after they left I cannot say. It 
IB not true that Lady Macdonald pro- 
tested. She simply withdrew. Who 
the parties were who remained I will 
not say, but they entered through the 
south gate under passes issued by Gen- 
eral Chaffee. Afterward an American 
aid and another person came to apol- 
ogize to me, but I told them that there 
was nothing to apologize for, as I knew 
nothing except tbat Lady Macdonald 
had withdrawn." 


When asked whether he thought that 


the conduct of the missionaries justi- 
fied the stories that had been sent out 
from China, he replied: 


"TJe conduct of the missionaries, so 


far as I know, was excellent I wrote 
commending one, a Mr. Gamewell, who 
was In the legation durisg the eiege 
and who did much good work at that 
trying time. Those missionaries I met 
were all right Their position was a 
trying one. They saw the fruits of 
their labor swept away, their posses- 
sions taken and themselves suffering. 
With all this why should they, not take 
what they needed 7*

Xbe Marconi system of wireless teleg- 


raphy received a thorough test on 
board the Cunarder Lucania at the be- 
ginning of the voyage which recently 
ended at Ne*>" York. The test would 
have beefl continued as the vessel ap- 
proached New York In the fog the oth- 
er morning had tha aerial wire aboard 
the giant Kaiser Wllhelm der Grosse, 
then in port, been lu position, 


The Marconi test on board the Luca- 


nia began the moment sho started to 
leave the Mersey oo June 15, says the 
New York Journal. John Plelts was 
In charge of the instrument for Slgnor 
Marconi. General Manager Morebouse 
of the Cunard line, Mr. Maxwell, one 
of the directors, and a number of other 
prominent business men of Liverpool, 
as well as 20 members of the press, ac- 
coinpanied the ship from Liverpool to 
Queenstown to witness the testa. 


The Cunarder carried 195 saloon and 


187 second cabin voyagers. All were 
Intensely Interested In the tests. The 
spirit, supporting the aerial wire, was 
Doisted on the foremast. Operator John 
Pletts explained that the high poten- 
tial current sent through this wire 
caused it to generate etbal waves that 
radiated from it ic a complete circle 
and that they continued to radiate un- 
til they struck the ethal waves of the 
nearest instrument, when communica- 
tion would be established. 


The instrument on the British school 


ship Conway was the first to feel the 
influence of that on the Lncania. From 
the Conway were received several mes- 
sages of congratulation. One was ad- 
dressed to Captain Horatio McKay. 
Next the Lucania picked up the Holy- 
head station, and Captain McKay re- 
ceived a message from Lord Inverclyde, 
who sent a long telegram wishing him 
a fine voyage. 


Passengers crowded to send messages 


to their friends through tbe Holybead 
station. So many were received and 
sent that newspaper men on board had 
to pocket tue dispatches to their pa- 
pers. There was no chance to send 
them. Holybead was not lost until the 
ship came within tbe radius of the sta- 
tion at E.o&8lare, Ireland. 


The Rosslare station cut off the Holy- 


head dispatches, and there was a con- 
stant communication with Rosslare 
until the Lucania almost reached 
Queenstown. After leaving Queens- 
town the Marconi wire picked up the 
Crookhaven station, and the ship held 
communication with this station until 
sue was 60 miles at sea. On the same 
dny-^Tune 16— the Lucania spoke the 
Elder Dempster steamship Lake Cbam- 
plaln, and by means of the Marconi 
system asked concerning tbe tatter's 
voyage. The replies were promptly re- 
ceived. That ended tbe tests for tbe 
trip. 


Captain Horatio McKay, commander 


of the Lucanin, was delighted with the 
tests. He said: 


"I believe tbe Marconi system of sig- 


naling at sea to be a splendid thing. 
I do not know yet just how much It 
will relieve my work in approaching 
and leaving port. Tbe trouble Is that 
you cannot tell from jest what direc- 
tion you are receiving a signal. 


"For example, in the fog tbe otber 


morning If I had received a reply from 
Fire island I would not have known 
whether I had Fire island abeam of me 
or to the northeast or northwest. There 
would be no exact Way of determining 
this with tbis instrument. I would 
know that I was In tbe neighborhood 
of Fire island. That, of course, would 
be something in a fog. It would be a 
help, too, In a fog to be able to send 
word to the agent of the arrival of the 
gbip. 
This matter of determining 


direction will, I suppose, be accom- 
plished In time. The instrument as it 
now is is certainly wonderful." 


Mr. Pletts admitted that tbe Instru- 


ment on board the Cunarder would not 
determine exact locations or fix the 
magnetic bearing from tbe ship of any 
object ashore. This, he said, could 
ndw be done with another instrument, 
and it Is probable that a combination 
of the two may be used on sblps in the 
ftiture. Both are Marconi's Inventions 
and both operate on tbe same principle 
of sending electrical waves through 
the air.

"Captain Wo'odward talked interest- 
ngly about his sea lions, though he 
would not tell %vhat every tone would 
'ike to know, how he has achieved 
such remarkable resulfs with 
these 


amphibious animals. 'That,' said- be, 
is my secret, and y"ou( wouldn't ex- 
pect me to give away'what I have 
worked 17 years to obtain.' "Whatever 
his method is, the sea. lions are ap- 
parently very susceptible to training, 
and have a wonderful sense of equili- 
brium. 
Captain Woodward doesn't 


say anything- about tne recently ad- 


anced theory that the sense of bal- 


ance is located in the aural passages, 
but he knows how to get<his pets to 
do Impossible things. 'I think the sea 
ion 
is 
the most 
intelligent 
of 


beasts,' said the captain. 
'I 
don't 


believe a dog can do the things I 
have taught them, but then I have not 
worked with dogs nor applied my 
methods of training to any/.nimals 
except sea lions and seals. About two 
years ago while working with my ani- 
mals in winter quarters I accidentally 
Discovered something new in methods 
of training, and by this I have been 
able to bring about the great advance- 
ment you have seen today. The chief 
thing in this new system is to study 
the instincts of the animal and to get 
him to do naturally what you want 
him to do. Tou noticed the big fel- 
low's great power 
'of 
balancing. I 


happened accidentally to discover that 
nature had made the sea lion an 
equilibrist in order to secure its food 
supply. The sea lion's food is fish, tnd 
although big he is so very agile in the 
water that he can catch and grip in 
his mouth any swift-swimming fish. 
But his mouth is so small that he can- 
not swallow the fish wh'ole after he 
has killed it. 
The fish if released 


would sink into the sea, and as he 
has no hands with which it can hold 
the fish it needs must balance it upon 
the tip of its long, sharp-pointed- nose 
until it can gradually bite off a piece 
of it and eat it, holding the remainder 
on its nose while doing so, then re- 
peating this operation until the fish is 
entirely consumed. Working from this 
I got the sea lions to balancing their 
objects, sticks, balls and the like. I' 
expect todo much more with the ani- 
mals as I learn them better."

This 
kept many visitors away, and the few 
people gathered behind the position 
taken by Governor Crane for the re-
